TRUSTEES OF THE ROGERS FREE LIBRARY. 


The number of books belonging to the library is six hundred 
and forty-five, all of which are accounted for and are in good 
condition, with the exception of two or three which need re- 
binding. 

Miss Lucy Rogers, of Boston, Mass., contributed four hundred 
volumes and a large number of pamphlets and magazines. 

We are indebted to the ‘‘ Goffstown Book Club”’ for the gift 
of their library, containing one hundred volumes; also to the 
owners of the ‘‘ Lufkin Library,’’ who contributed the same, | 
containing seventy-five volumes. 

Twenty-two volumes have been purchased and forty-eight vol- 
umes have been contributed by individuals. 

The library has been opened Saturdays from 4 to 8 o’clock P. M. 

Cards have been issued to two hundred and eighty-eight differ- 
ent persons. ‘The largest number of books delivered any one day 
was one hundred and four; average number delivered, eighty- 
nine. | 

Miss Isadore Johnson, assisted by Miss Fronie Richards, has 
had charge of the library, and they have been faithful and accom- 
modating, doing a large amount of work for which they have 
received no compensation whatever. ‘They deserve and should 
have the thanks of every citizen in town. 

Early in the summer Mr. F. E. Paige published a catalogue of 
the books then in the library — six hundred and four —and_ has 
sold them at cost. ‘They have proved very helpful to the patrons 
of the library, 
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Mr. Frank Johnson was chosen treasurer of the board, and his 
accounts show that he has received from the town, $50; from a 
friend, $5 ; from fines, $7.11; interest, 50 cents; total, $62.61. 

The expenditures have been, for librarian and assistant, $35 ; 
books purchased, $14.92; covering and repairing, $5.48; inci- 
dentals, $3.25 ; total, $58.65 ; balance on hand, $3.96. 

We have been gratified at the interest manifest in the library, 
and especially that sé many young people are its patrons. We wish 
to make it serviceable to many more, and hope to accomplish 
that end by opening at an earlier hour, and perhaps on Wednes- 
day evenings. 

The room is far too small and in every way inconvenient. We 
trust that, as the library has proven a success and an institution 
that is growing in public favor every day, the good people of this 
town will see to it that better accommodations may soon be had. 

We thank those who have given books, and hope to be remem- 
bered in the same way many times during the coming year. We 
wish it were possible for every citizen in town to contribute at 
least one volume.

BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT 
OF THE TOWN OF GOFFSTOWN. 


Your committee in presenting their annual report wish to thank 
the good people of Goffstown for all the aid given and kindness 
shown them in their efforts for the success of the district schools . 
during the past year. 

We have endeavored to be faithful, but are painfully aware of 
our imperfections. We thank the district for voting the five hun- 
dred dollars extra for school purposes. We believe it has been 
put to a good use. 

The schoolhouses on Shirley Hill and Paige Hill have been 
repaired and made pleasant by the addition of new seats. We 
think nearly all of our teachers have done good work in their 
schools. Of course they are liable to mistakes, and we wish that 
the parents of our children would look at these mistakes in a 
charitable spirit, and don’t ask us to give you perfect teachers ; 
just at present we are all out of angels and have got to send you 
flesh and blood. 

One word in regard to the necessity of preparation on the part 
of those who intend to teach. No one would think of commenc- 
ing the practice of law or medicine without due preparation for 
the work. How important that the child should be taught cor- 
rectly ! Be thorough, if you do not go over so much ground. 
‘¢«The man who with a hoe in his hand goes over a couple of 
acres of corn in ten hours does not hoe it, neither does a teacher 
who with a book in her hand goes over two acres of arithmetic in 
ten weeks teach it.’’ 
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No system of public teaching can prosper without the coopera- 
tion of parents and friends. One of the chief evils is the disposi- 
tion to express their dislikes and prejudices before the teacher has 
entered upon her work, and to keep it up during the term of 
school. 

Irregular attendance is a great evil in our schools; absent and 
tardy scholars are a hindrance to the whole school. 

It also seems to us to be injurious to a school to have two or 
three in a district endeavor to run it. We remember years ago 
reading about an Irishman on horseback, whose horse in hitting 
a fly caught his foot in the stirrup; ‘‘ An’ sure,’’ says Pat, ‘ if 
ye’s going to get on, I'll get off.’? And while we wish to 

‘always remember that we are your servants, holding this office 
only for the purpose of doing your will, we think that if we or the 
teachers are to receive orders from everybody, we had better get 
down and let others get up. 7 

We are glad to note the interest parents and citizens have 
shown in visiting the schools. 

We wish to thank Mr. Kendall and Mr. Stark for auditing our 
accounts without charge. . 

One of our scholars, Bertha M. Pattee, thirteen years of age, 
has attended the school in her district since she was large enough 
to be a scholar without ever being absent or tardy. We think it 
might be difficult to find a parallel case in the county. 

Will the teachers of the coming school year pay a little more 
attention to their registers ? 

We believe that the best interests of all concerned require that 
a new schoolhouse be built at Goffstown Center, as the school 
there has outgrown its accommodations. 


REPORT OF THE INDEPENDENT DISTRICT. 


To the Board of Education of the Town of Goffstown: 


The board of education of the independent district submit 
the following report : 


This district has had twenty-five weeks of school this year, — 
a spring term of four weeks, fall term of ten weeks, and winter 
term:-of eleven weeks. 
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The year has been one of sickness, storm, and change, each of 
which has worked against the efficiency of the school. 

The spring term and the measles began together, and so con- 
tinued for four weeks, when the measles won and the school 
ended. 

Heavy rains interfered with the attendance during the fall 
term, and with the winter term came the whooping cough, 
chicken-pox, mumps, and pink-eye, with their usual disastrous 
consequences. 

The scholars have now completed their course in medicine, 
and we hope are prepared to take up the mg branches and 
complete their study. 

The long vacation in the spring and summer gave the district 
an opportunity to enlarge and repair the schoolhouse. An addi- 
tion was made containing two rooms, and one was fitted up for 
occupancy. ‘The entrance was changed to the south side, the 
hallways and anterooms remodeled, better ventilation provided, 
a good well dug, and the whole house, outside and in, painted. 
These improvements cost about $2,300. 

The year began with Mr. Keneston in charge of the high 
school, assisted by Mrs. Keneston. Miss Philbrick had the 
intermediate room, and Miss Worthley the primary. 

With the fall term, the preparatory classes in the high school, 
with Mrs. Keneston as teacher, were transferred to the new 
room. No other changes were made. This term was a pleasant 
and profitable one, the only trouble being the irregularity of 
attendance caused by the rainy weather. 

With this term Mr. and Mrs. Keneston and Miss Philbrick 
closed their connection with the school. Their faithful labors in 
school, and their agreeable companionship in social life, will 
ever be a pleasant memory. Their loss to the school was keenly 
felt by parents and scholars, and by none more than by the com- 
mittee upon whom devolved the responsibility of supplying their 
successors. 

The services of Mr. E. R. Pearse were secured for the winter 
term. He soon won the good-will of the scholars and parents, 
and gave a good term of school. He is quiet in his manner, 
undemonstrative in his ways, persistent in his work, and ambi- 
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tious to attain best results in the best way. We hope he may be 
secured for further service. 

Miss Addie S. Grant, a lady well and favorably known, a resi- 
dent of our town, a former pupil in the school, and for two 
years an instructor in vocal music in its different rooms, suc- 
ceeded Mrs. Keneston. Miss Grant was interested in her work, 
and devoted herself to the interest of her scholars. A good 
degree of efficiency, was reached in their studies, and the exami- 
nation at the close of the term, one of the most severe ever 
given the scholars, was quite satisfactory. 

Miss Worthley succeeded Miss Philbrick, and sustained her 
former reputation as an excellent teacher. 

Miss Clara A. Greer had charge of the primary room, and 
gave as good satisfaction as could be expected from one following 
so popular a teacher as her predecessor. 

More order and less confusion, more severity and less indul- 
gence, would be an improvement in the schools generally, and 
as the teachers become better acquainted with the scholars, and 
more familiar with the work required, we shall expect to see an 
improvement in this direction. 

The first thing is order. ‘This is the first lesson to be taught, 
and other lessons may well be postponed till this one is learned. 
Scholars should be taught to be quiet if they remain in the 
schoolroom at recess, and to be equally quiet in the halls and 
anterooms, and a watchful care should be over them in the 
schoolyard, and on their way to and from school. Duty and 
authority are co-extensive, and it is the duty of teachers to see 
that the scholars come to the school and go from it behaving 
properly, and without unnecessary noise or delay. The author- 
ity of the teacher begins and ends where duty begins and ends, 
that is, at the doorsteps of the home, and in the proper exercise 
of that authority the teacher has the sanction of the law and 
will receive the support of the committee. 

The citizens have shown a commendable interest in the school. 
They have made it frequent visits, have raised the past year $450 
above the requirements of the law for school purposes, and have 
cheerfully met the taxation necessary to enlarge and repair the 
house. 
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The committee feel that such manifestation of interest on the 
part of the people imposes upon them the obligation to strive 
the more earnestly to secure the best teachers, and in every way 
to build up and maintain a thoroughly good school.
